WELL SUPPORTED 


The National War Finance Com- 
mittee have compiled the final figures 
for the Fifth Victory Loan. The peo-~ 
| Ble of Alberta did a much better job 
‘in the fifth loan than they did in the 


In the fifth loan, 154,743 people 


149,650. This means that one person 
in every five (both adults and chil- 
dren) bought a Victory Bond during . 
the fifth loan. In the fourth loan 128,- 


200 worth of bonds, which is one per- 
son in every six in the province. 25,- 
957. more people bought 63,095,450 
more bonds than in the previous loan. 
This is a very fine showing and the 
National War Finance Committee feel 
that no province in.Canada has a 
finer record. 

In an interview, the National War 
Finance Committee pointed out that 
while the bond purchase record is 
very fine, the purchase of War Sav- 
ings Stamps and Certificates in Al-

His Royal Highness the Duke of Gloucester, the King’s brother, as the 
Governor-General of the Commonwealth of Australia. This appointment 
is seen by many as an emphatic reply to those who have: sought to show 
that there is digunity within the Empire, for it was made at the request of 


Prime Minister Curtin, the head of Australia’s Labour government.

For the first time 
a brother of the reigning King will become Governor-General of ‘the Dominion 
and the significance of this development will not be lost upon the outside 
world.” Prime Minister Churchill has said on more than one occasion that 
he did not intend to preside over the disintegration of the British Empire, 
and events are bearing out the wisdom of his statement. ;

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HEALTH LEAGUE OF CANADA 
COOKING VEGETABLES FOR VITAMIN PRESERVATION ' 


We now know that the method of cooking vegetables is just as im- 
portant as the choice, in obtaining a maximum amount of vitamins and 
minerals. Baking is the best method as the least amount of vitamins are 
lost, but not every vegetable can be baked satisfactorily. But we can 
steam practically all vegetables and as they are not in the water, only the 
vitamins destroyed by heat (about 10% B1) are lost. If we boil the vege- 
tables and throw the water away, as most of us do, vitamin C and members 
of the vitamin B complex are lost because they, are water soluble. Most of 
us cook vegetables in too much water, but science tells us they need be just 


covered with water. In the case of leafy vegetables just the water that 
clings to the leaves after washing is necessary. 


We should divide vegetables into two classes: 

1., The leafy vegetables, chard, spinach, cabbage, broccoli and strong 
flavoured vegetables such as onions, turnips and Kohlrabi are cooked with- 
out a cover.. 

‘2. The other ones, beets, carrots, corn, parsnips, peas, potatoes, salsify, 
Squash, string beans are cooked with a cover. 

If you follow these few rules in cooking you will be getting® the maxi- 
mum food value from your vegetables: . 

y Use raw vegetables. 

Bake or steam them frequently. : ; 
Boil vegetables in skins if possible, in little water and only 
until they are done. 

Wash, peel or cut vegetables just before cooking. 

Use the cooking water for soups, sauces, etc. 

6. Serve immediately.

SOCIAL CREDIT COLUMN 


Alberta’s Social Credit government 
has led in the field of health legisla- 
tion. Among health services provided 
the following are outstanding; Since 
‘1935 the number of health units 
has been increased from seven to 
nine; 150,000 persons, including 30,- 
000 children are now receiving serv- 
ices. The infant death rate is nov 
lower in these units than it is in 
larger cities. The intention is to ex- 
tend this service. to embrace the en- 
tire province. ip 

In 1986 the TB., Act was ances, 
Under the act free. institutional treat- 
ment is provided. for infectious. types 
of T.B.. Bed. space for T.B. patients 
has been increased from 270 to 415. 
The number of free examinations has 
increased from 1,000 in 1935 to staan 
in 1943, Serupe' 

In 1941 two cancer clinics were es- 
tablished for the free treatment of 
sufferers. Free diagnostic, X-ray, rad- 
ium .and surgical treatment is now 
provided. During ‘the period of exam- 
jnation at the clinics, a patient is 
provided free hospitalization. By 1943, 
34 district health nurses were appcint- 
ed to render service to those in areas 
not served by doctors. 

Under the Poliomyelitis Act of 1938 
free treatment was granted. to those 
suffering from this disease. Provis- 
ion was also made for free vocational 
and academic courses’ for those left 
crippled. , . 

The principle of free maternity 
grants was established and under that 
plan thousands of needy mothers 
have received help. 

Only recently the government an- 
nounced its intention of providing|~ 
free hospitalization for maternity 
cases—such a plan to come into oper- 
ation on April 1st, 1944.

SUNDAY SCHOOL, LESSON 


Golden text: A new commandment 
I give unto you, that ye love one 
another; even as I have loved heir 


that ye also love one another. 

13:34. ‘ 
Lesson: Mark 12:28-34; John 13: 

34, 35; 15:10-14. : 
Devotional Reading: I John 4:7-16. 


Explanations and Comments 
Christ’s New Commandment, Mark 
12:28-34. It is Tuesday of Holy 
Week. Plotters against his life 
have come to Jesus in the temple en- 
closure to ‘propound their questions 
by which they hope to ensare him. 
The first question is in regard to the 
payment of tribute, verses 13-17; the 
next concerns the resurrection, verses 
18-27.'"It would seem from Jesus’ 
commendation in vefse 34 of our text 
that the scribe who canie and, after 
hearing the earlier questions and an- 
swers, asked him questions. about 
what commandment was the first of 
all, was an honest inquirer, with no 
ulterior motive. He really wanted to 
know what was the ultimate motive 
guiding the religious life. 

Jesus afiswered by quoting from 
Deuteronomy the commandment that 
calls upon one to love God with every 
power that he has given man, and 
coupling with it a second command- 
ment that calls for love of’ one’s 
neighbor as oneself. The first com- 
mandment is given in Dt. 6, 4, 5, and 
the second in Lev. 19.18. Jesus 
brought them together, showed that 
one is the complement of the other. 
“An obscure coh 3 in the book of 
Leviticus—perhaps the only word that 
| glorifies that dreary and detailed’ ex- 
requirements now

two commandments. ‘What God hath 
joined, let.no man put asunder’.”

whole burnt-offerings and: sacrifices,” 
that is, more than the whole Levitical

Jesus saw that he answered dis- 
creetly, that is, wisely, understand- 
ingly. He had not only accepted 
Jesus’ answer but he further ack- 
nowledged that to keep moral obliga- 
‘tions is far more important than to 
observe forms of worship. ‘Thou 
art not far from the kingddom of 
| Goa,” said Jesus. No other . ques-

enemies;. they were consciously de- 
feated.

Alberta Wheat Pool Favors Plan For 
Pool Members 

Delegates attending the annual 
convention of the Alberta wheat. pool 
approved a resolution providing for 
a contributory pension plan for wheat 
pool members.
